A reront, presenting the results of
investigation into the Bremerhaven ex-
losion, has been published by the
remen suthorities. According to his
own deposition, the name of the perpe-
trator was William King Thompson.
He was born in Brooklyn, in 1830. His
parents, who emigrated from Hamburg
to America, are now living in Virginia.
Thompson was tuken prisoner when run-
ning the blockade during the late war
in the United States. He eseaped and
fled South, where he passed under the
name of Thomas, He men-
tioned A, Midlers Skidmore, of New
York, as an nccomplice, but made no
reforonce to other accomplices. His
wifa supposed his name was Alexander.
He had @ tattoed arm. There is no
ovidence that he entered into relations
with theunderwriters, or plotted ngainst
the safety of the vessels previous to
1874, nor is there any ovidence, except
un insurance of 3,000 marks on the bar-
rel which exploded, that he insured
uny goods to be ghipped by the Mosel
or Deutschland. Observations mnde
by  Thomson  point to  the
conclusion that he intended to hand a
small box to the oflicers of the Mosel,
declaring it centained greenbacks, and
that he intended to have the box in-
sured. In 1874, Thomson insured goods
on the steamer Rheine for | £0;000,
through Barings, of Londui. His wife's
evidence shows That previous to his de-
parture, in November, 1875, Thomson
anxiously waited for a letter from Eng-
lamd, which he concealed when it ar-
rived.
